men Tine Uepublieans -elected six 
of the seven members, and for 
county commissioners the Re- 
publicans elected both candi- 
dates,-*Tank Mock and Lewis J. 
Newhouse, maintaining a ma- 
jority in each of these boards. 
Dr. Lowell M. Green, coroner, 


seeking re-election, topped , the 
ticket for the winners, holdyig..a 
majority of 2,037 votes over his 
opponent Dr. Weaver of Milroy. 


Ray Compton, county sheriff, 


was also re-elected on the Re- 
publican ticket and ranked sec- 
ond in having a topheavy mar- 
gin. He polled 5,450 votes and 
had 1,661 votes to the good, over 
his opponent, L. M. Coons, a 
former sheriff. 
Congressman Richard N. Elli- 


ott led his Democratic opponent 
William H. Larrabee of New Pal- 
estine" with a majority of 1,085 
votes in Rush county. Elliott's 
usual margin in the district was

Rush county voters, by a ma- 


jority of almost two to one 
Tuesday balloted 
unfavorably

tional convention-/in Indiana. 
Final tabulation' of votes reveal- 
ed 5,855 votes against the con- 
vention to only 3,087 for in the 
31 precincts. 
The outcome of the referen- 


dum locally was considered more 
or less of a surprise, since It was 
thought the campaign conducted 
by the Indiana farm bureau in 
favor of constitutional revision 
would have much weight .with 
•farm votes. 


Only two townships gaVe ma- 


jorities in favor of the conven- 
tion. Two hundred forty five 
Washington township voters cast 
-yes" ballots in the referendum 
to 219,. who were opposed. In 
Richland township advocates for 
a new state constitution led 
those opposed, 178 to 123. 


Rushville township voted al- 


most three to one against the 
convention.

Madrid (A.p.)—The political 


ghost of the-dead dictatorship 
continues to stalk the forums of 
Spain. 
, 
Enmities engendered and par- 


tisan alignments 'made during 
the seven years' rule of General 
Primo de Rivera.!are agitating 
his country after he has gone to 
his grave. 


The pblitic'al groups which 


supported Prime's dictatorship, 
and the men'who held high of- 
fice during that regime, are 
these days being attacked by ri- 
val groups—left-wing labor, so- 
cial and political elements—that 
were suppressed under the dic- 
tatorship. . • 
..This is the explanation of a 
considerable part of some) recent 
disturbances, although, of'course, 
not all. It is a movement of la- 
bor and political bands that op- 
posed the dictatorship and were 
curbed by it. Now they turn'the 
tableland give the enemy a taste1 
of his own medicine by breaking 
up or annoying as much as pos- 
sible political meetings of those 
who, while Primo ruled, had his 
favor. 


In addition, Spain is harassed 


by student, unrest which has 
caused strikes at various univer- 
sities; by .some socialist and 
communist agitation, by w,jd 
spread labor troubles and strikes 
caused by a combination of poli- 
tical and economic conditions— 
and back of it all, and merging 
directly or indirectly into a good 
.deal of the trouble, the move- 
ment for-, a republic in lieu of a 
monarchy. 


The figh'ts between Primo's old 


supporters and opponents take, 
specifically, the form of opposing 
forces of the "Monarchial Un- 
ion" and an -alignment of. labor 
and political left groups, some- 
tunes including self-styled com- 
munists and socialists.

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WILL WOMEN GO TO WAR? 


.From the Pacific Coast comes news that 


women have at last succeeded in breaking into 
commercial aviation by establishing their own 
flying schools, where young men aspiring to 
pilots' jobs are taught to fly. Coupled with this 
news is the customary speculation as to the pros- 
pects of feminine flyers eventually holding down 
regular jobs as pilots with commercial air lines. 


This sort of speculation is interesting—and one 


might predict quite confidently that it will not be 
much longer before the woman pilot in commer- 
cial aviation is an established feature. However, 
a much more interesting point is raised by a cur- 
rent magazine writer, who suggests that in the 
next war, the belligerents will use women as 
pilots of combat planes, sending them into action 
to kill or be'killed just as men are sent. 


The suggestion is logical, to S"y the least. 


Atfer all, women can make excellent pilots. They 
seem to possess the needed qualifications quite 
as much as men do. Surely, their courage'is all 


anyone could ask. The Victorian 'days, wlien a 
young woman could faint all J,he mere mention of 
bloodshed, are gene forever. Physically, they 
could probably stand the gaff quite as well as men. 
They could be quartered and housed by them- 
selves behind the lines with all due attention to 
the conventions. 


Of course, to use women as fighters in wartime 


does not seem exactly chivalrous. But modern 
warfare has pretty well abolished chivalry. When 
you stop to think about it, would it be any 
worse to send women out in airplanes^to be killed 
than it is to subject them to bombs and poison 
gas attacks when they are living peacefully hun- 
dreds of miles behind the lines? Many women 
were killed n the last war; many more will be 
killed in the next one. Modern warfare is totally 
uncivilized, and this proposal for women pilots 
merely recognizes the fact. 


Nevertheless, the idea probably would go 


against public sentiment. All the more reason, 
then, for our seeing to it that no more wars come 
into existence!
